OVER INDEMNITY

Yearly Contribution by Ger-

many Toward Reconstruc-

tion 'Only a Drop.'

LOANS STILL NECESSARY

Press Sees Necessity of At-

tracting Foreign Aid to '

sity. Any loan attempted hereafter for
reconstruction, must be with the assur-
ance that the proceeds will be devoted
only to that purpose and not for tho
general rehabilitation of the French
treasury.

TKe prospect of the Greek troops be-

ing sent to Turkey has failed to arouse
great Interest, although It was evident
that M. Mlllerand will have to explain
why he has abandoned the French view,

that tho Turkish treaty must be revlse'd
If conflict with Moslem Interests Is to
be averted. The Intransigent asks

GOVERNMENT DENIES
MARTIAL.LAW PLANS

Arrests Only for Specific
Crimes, Says Dublin .Castle.

Dublin, June 21. An authoritative
contradiction Is given to the widely pub
lished statement that the Government
contemplates a general round-u- p of Sinn
Feiners and extensive operation of mar-
tial, law. Raids and arrests wilt only be
relative to specific crimes.

A railway strike is now regarded as
inevitable. Most of the Irish companies
hitherto have turned a blind eye to the
refusals of the men to handle munitions
trains,' and thereby avoided a strike, but
yremler Lloyd George's attitude makes
It plain the Government will press the
companies to accept munitions traffic,
and as the men outside Ulster will not
handle munitions and troop trains a
conflict Is looked for.

An official statement issued at Dublin
Castle sayi that a train was stopped at
Cloughjordan owing to the railway
workers refusing to continue with armed
policemen aboard. It is believed the
Government Intends to make this a test
case in order to determine its action
toward striking rallwaymen. All rail
traffic between Nenagh and Dublin has
been suspended.

Some weeks ago a person
high In the councils of Downing Street
told the correspondent of Tim Sun
and New York Herald: "If the Irish
want war, let them say so," The
tendency is observable In newspapers
most friendly to tho Government to
paint the "picture in this color. The,re
Is a growing public sentiment top that
no other solution Is possible.

CIVIL WAR RULE

IN LONDONDERRY

ISormal Conditions Suspended

Quays Under Fire and
Authorities Powerless.

FACTORIES ARE CLOSED

Persons Killed.

London, June 21. Despatches from
Ireland are evidently undergoing
heavy delays. Telegrams to tho news
agencies filed at midday occupied five
hours in transmission. They confirm
that normal conditions havo been sus-

pended In Londonderry, all vehicles
have been withdrawn from the streets
and shops and banks closed. The quays
being under fre, employees have been
obliged to ceaso work there and seek
their homes. Thousands of factory
girls .likewise during the firing were
seen fleeing terrified along tho streets.

No mails were delivered Or-

ganized groups of men were observed
kneeling and firing volleys at the word
of command. Civil war conditions
'prevailed and the authorities were
powerless. Several additional persons
were killed In this morning's rioting
there, according to messages.

A message from Londonderry to Ihe
Press Association, timed 9:50 P. M re-

ports the city qdlet at that time. The
military Is in charge of the streets.

In addition to the killing of a man
named McKay, the message says, scores
of persons were wounded In 's

firing.
The firing was maintained with des-

perate Intensity. Business was sus-
pended and the postmen declined to de-

liver matt. When the troops stop the
fighting in one zone, the despatch added,
firing breaks out in another.

FUSILLADE KEPT UP
THROUGHOUT DAY

Armored Car Stops Battle in
Streets Train Attacked.
Londonderry, June 21. From 2 to 5

o'clock this morning there was Intermit-
tent firing In many parts of the town.
Between 5 and 7 o'clock three Unionists
were shot, one of whom was thrown into
the river. Thereupon a largo body of
Unionists charged down Carlisle street
firing volley after volley toward the
Sinn Fein stronghold In Bridge street.
The Sinn Feiners returned the fire.

The two sides manoeuvred between the
streets, keeping up a fusillade most ot
the day. Troops with an armored car
broke up the fighting temporarily at 10
o'clock this morning.

In a section of the waterfront where
the rioting has been most severe bar-
ricades of sandbags were being erected
by troops this afternoon. The soldiers
will remain on duty during the nleht.
At one time the military were obliged
to flre on a Nationalist crowd at Will-
iam street, but no casualties here have
been reported. .

Malls were taken to the Great North-e- m

station under an armed police-escor- t.

Masked raiders attacked a freight train
arriving at tne same terminus, but
made no attempt to tamper with the
malls.

Belfast, June 21. Another man was
shot dead In Londonderry this evening.
Harold McKay was the victim. He was
cycling from the railway station when
struck. His pockets were rifled and
his bicycle was stolen as he lay dead.

STRIKE GROWS;

FREIGHT LID ON

Walkout at Camden, Syra

cuse ad New Haven Hits
Wide Area.

EMBARGO IS ORDERED

Roads Accept Only Perish
ablcs in Districts Af-

fected by Tieup.

RADICALS ARE BLAMED

Delay in Making "Wage Awards

Also Held Responsible

Longshoremen for War.

The "outlaw" railroad strike, which
has broken out afresh in Philadelphia
and Baltimore, spread yesterday into
New Jersey, Connecticut and upper
New York State, completely tying up
freight movement at Camden, Syra
cuso and New Haven.

All that part of New Jersey which
lies south of a straight line drawn
from Philadelphia to Atlantic City is
cut off by the Camden walkout In the
terminals of the West Jersey and Sea- -

shoro and tho Atlantic City lines,

Four hundred switchmen employed by

the New York Central nnd Lacka-

wanna railroads quit at Syracuse and
several hundred men in tho Cedar Hill
yards of the New York, New Haven
and Hartford Railroad at New Haven
caught the fever and walked out yes-

terday afternoon. ,

The railroads reported lato last night
that their New York 'terminals were not
yet affected, but embargoes to and from
strike areas havo been ordered on all
but perishable articles.

George Evans, president of the East- -

expelled by the brotherhoods, said there
would bo no strike in the Jersey City

yards because "all the men now em'
Ployed there are strike breakers." His
men are still on strike, Evans said.

Tnlk ot General Strike.
About 200 strikers met In' Grandview

Hall, Jersey City, yesterday afternoon.
They were Jubilant at the news from
Philadelphia, where the strikers report
ed 5,000 men Idle. Philadelphia, Mr.

Evans said, has been the one weak link
In the chain. The action of the men
there, he said, will greatly strengthen
their cause.

There waB considerable discussion of
tho possibility of the railroad brother-
hoods calling a general strike through-
out the United States July 1. The six
ty days of grace granted to the wage
board of the Interstato Commerce Com
mission have expired. It was said,, and
thOj"outlaws" believe they will soon be
Joined by the conductors, engineers,
trainmen and other employees.

The outlaw strike, whlcti
came unexpectedly last April, had been
brewing since before the roads were re-

turned to prlvato ownership. Wage de-

mands, which were presented more than
six months ago, were under considera-
tion by the wage board, but could not
be approved until the new freight rates
wore authorized. The yardmen finally
struck because, they said, they had been
"kidded" long enough.

Conferences at Washington, arranged
by Attorney-Gener- Palmer last week,
appear to havo resulted In nothing but
more promises, and Mr. Palmer Is re-

ported ready to go to San Francisco
without settling any of the various labor
troubles brought before him.

The Pennsylvania Railroad reported
1,388 men out on all Its lines. In the
Philadelphia district 1,073 men failed to
leport. In the Schuylkill division, chiefly.
at Baltimore, there were 114 absentees,
all In the. yard service. Tassenger ser
vice was not affected, according to offi
cials, but frelgnt embargoes have been
ordered.

Charles H. Ewlng, of
tho Philadelphia and Reading1, said the
strike was confined largely to the
switching service except at two or three
points.

Ewlnjr Blames Iladlcals.
"Our Information Is that Philadelphia

conditions are due entirely (,o radicalism
and misrepresentation," Mr. Ewlng said.
"A meeting of the men of all the rail-
roads In Philadelphia yesterday was ad-

dressed by representatives from Chi-

cago and Jersey City, their object being
to enlist the support of the Philadelphia
men In forcing the adjustment of griev-
ances affecting Chicago and Jersey City.
These grievances are peculiar to those
territories and do not in any way affect
Philadelphia.

"Another contributing cause is the
fact that the organizers ot the Chicago
Yardmen's Association haye been active
In this territory In the last two weeks
attempting to organize an association
to be known as the Philadelphia Yard-
men's Association." Mr. Ewlng added
that a number ot the men now feel they
have been misled and have returned to
work.

Tho finance and budget committee
of the Board of Estimate was unablo

Craig, chairman, had called In the ser- -

geant-at-arm- s to protect himself from
a threatened assault by F. H. La Guar-

dia, President of the Board of Alder-

men. Tho fiery Aldermanlo President

then turned his attention to Charles
F. Kerrigan, secretary of the Depart

ment of Finance, and threatened to
throw him out of a window for ap
pearing to take the Comptroller's part.

Mr. La Guardia lost his fight to have
Huntet College employees and public

librarians .Included In the increases
which became effective August 1 dnd

also lost In his effort to fix a minimum
of $200 and a maximum of $600 for tho
Increases. At tho end5f a five-ho- ses-

sion tho cornmltteo decided upon a
straight 20 per cent, increase, except the
Judiciary and BUch employees as already
have had irtcreasoa this year. That
recommendation of the committee to the
Board ot Estimate Is In opposition to
the wishes of the uniformed firemen and
policemen, whq wanted the Increases to
be made on a basis ot a flat sum.

Comptroller Force Climax.
The climax was reached when the

Comptroller announced his Intention to
adjourn the meeting without voting on
the method of apportioning Increases or.
deciding whether HUnter College and
the librarians should be Included.

"Tho Comptroller can't pull that stuff
and get away with It," said La Guardia
loudly.

Another 'Strong' Woman
Sought

of Victim.

The Investigation into the mysteri-

ous slaying of Joseph Bowne Elwell,
noted whist expert nnd owner of race
horses, took an unexpected turn last
night.

It was learned that detectives had
gone to the apartment at 47 East
Sixty-sevent- h street, which is leased
by tho young woman who was in the
company of Victor Von Schlcgell on
tho night preceding Elwell'a death,
and had taken letters and other per
sonal effects, putting them into a
bundlo nnd saying that they would
take them to the District Attorney's
office

The young woman was not on the
premises, having left to visit her par
icnts in Minneapolis on the day on
which Elwell was slain. It was said
at tho houso that Von Schlcgell, who
Is tho divorced husband of Miss Viola
Kraus, had been, attentive to thin
girl, and frequently had played golf
and motored wlthher. Ho is said to
have met her while he was studying
at tho University of Minnesota. She
Is said to be a music student.

.No Explanation Given.
No explanation was given by tho po

lice for their action. It Is known this
girl is not under tho slightest suspicion
In connectlbn with the case. Thus far
all that has been said about her is that
she was dining In Von Schlegell's com
pany at the RitztCarlton When he ob
served Miss Kraus, Mr. and Mrs. Walter
Lewlsohn, Elwell ,and another gentle-
man at another table. Her name was
given at the house as Miss Elly Hope
Anderson, and it was said that she
comes of a very good family.

cooled and tliat she possessed a motive
for .slaying htm.

Despite this clue, however,- District
Attorney Edward Swann said to news-

papermen, "This Is a matter that may
take months to unravel.ilf we unravel It
then."

Two striking developments lr yester-
day's investigation were the belated In-

formation that the first policeman to
enter the room where Elwell lay had dis-

covered on the floor a partly smoked
cigarette which hod been lighted at the
end where the makers mane naa oeen;
also that there was a very noticeable rip
in the coat of Elwell's pajamas.

There was also a statement by Jost
Otten, the milkman, that there had been
some gossip In the neighborhood to the
effect that Elwell had Intended to "bring
a bride" home with him In, tho near
future, and that after going Into the
Elwell home to aid the policeman after
the discovery of the crime he had seen
three men who looked "like stevedores
or truckmen" leave the premises,' at
though he had not noticed them enter.

Checking: Up Von Schlejrell.

There was prolonged questioning of
Mr. and Mrs. F. L. Barker, housekeeper
and . euperlntendent ot the Knicker
bocker Chambers, at 22 East Sixty-se- c

ond street, where Von Schlegell resides,
and there was more questioning of Will-

iam M.cCamfirldge, a doorman in the
garage at Iff EaBt Fifty-eight- h street.
where Von Schlegell keeps his automo
bile.

The former were asked about Von
Schlegell's statement that ho was break
fasting with a companion In his apart
ment at the time the crime was com
mitted. They said that he had ordered
the meal sent up by telephone.

The importance of the etatement about
the cigarette being found on the floor of
Elwell's room, lies In the fact that an-
other cigarette was found upon the
mantel, and that an analysis. of these
might show them to be of the particular
brand used by some man that Elwell
knew; especially If they should prove
to have been made to order.

one of his State's thirty-si- x and for
the privilege of speech.

There's tho point. Prlvllego to
speak his mind about tho League of
Nations and Mr. Wilson's domination
of tho Democratic party won't bo tol-

erated.
Senator Beed will be outlawed by the

National Committee and the committee
on credentials in definite revenge for
his unflinching stand against Interna
tionalism and wiisonlsm.

In order' that the punishment may be
extra conspicuous, Delegate Bradshaw,
n Beed man and also opposed to the
treaty and tho league will be seated,
Heed alone Is singled out to bo gagged
and steamrollered. The administration
crowd, Including five members of the
Cabinet. Colby. Burleson, Daniels
Palmer and Meredith, all of whom, will
bo right hero with an ear to the private
wire; the chairman, cummlngs; Ray-
mond T, Baker, Director of tho Mint,
and an assortment of national commit
teemen, purpose to run the convention
from bell to bell.

They can't gag Bryan or slam the
door In his face. They havo tho power.
however, to silence Beed and to refuse
liis ticket at the door. The big Idea
Is that they don't intend to have a
harsh word said about the President
In this convention If they can find a
way, brutal or gentle, or stopping
mouths.

Yesterday the whole crowd was un
in tho air about tho Beed problem, and
were minded In their indecision to admit
Beed 'to the convention. Then came the
word over tho very private wire that
tho dcjvll himself were preferable to
Jim Reed, and tliat tnero must be no
compunction shown.

Immediately cumminga informed; tne
newspaper men that the duty of the
National Committee In the Missouri case
would be to take the highly virtuous
attitude of following tho custom of the
party In Missouri, tliat the dictum of
the State convention shall override the
wfsheo of any district Cummlngs ad-

mitted that there was no stntutory law
applying to the case and that there was
no written' rule of procedure.

The mophecy was offered that when
Senator Reed presented his credentials
'as a delegate from the Fifth Missouri
diJtrlct it would be the moral duty of
the National Committee to Inform him
that he has no standing; that the cus-

Wilson Still Uncompromising.
In view ot tho long conference which

Mr. Colby had with the President this
statement of his position must bo ac-

cepted as accurately reflecting that of
the White House. It Is the stand which
Mr. Wilson has taken all along and Is
Important in that as Mr. Colby is the
last of the Administration group to
start for the Pacific coast It shows the
ever uncompromising attitude ot the
President

Talk still persisted among politicians
as to the probability of Mr. Wilson,
when the proper time comes In tho bal-
loting, placing himself In line for nomi-
nation for a third term. Zest was added
to the speculation by the publication in
the local newspapers this afternoon of
the photographs which the President had
taken of himself on Saturday, unques-
tionably to demonstrate to tho public his
return to good health.

Thcio photographs showed the Presi
dent seated at his desk. They are, In
fact, very much the same as other pic-

tures which have been taken from time
to time, and It would be impossible to
tell there had been any change In his ap-
pearance from the days before his Ill
ness. They are mucn in contrast to jino- -
tographs taken about two months ago,
when the President was snapped while
taking an automobile ride, whloh re-

vealed drawn lines of the face and loss
of weight which unquestionably was
caused by prolonged Illness.

In spite of the continued discussion ot
third term possibilities the White Houss
paid no heed to the talk. In fact it did
not seem to displease the President's
friends that tho talk Is being Indulged
lr. generally.

Din Alrm Is Snspected.
Among other things It was suggested

among Democrats at the capital that
the President, by sending out new photo-
graphs of himself and having his physi-
cal fitness described In the World Inter-
view, might bo Indulging In a little poli-
tical bluffing, an art In which he Is par-
ticularly skilled.
